EULOGY ON THE EVANGELIST DE. 


LIVERED BY DR. SCHOFIELD. 


Ira D. Sankey and Other Life-Time 
Friends and Comrades Among 
the Honorary Pall- 
bearers. 


EAST NORTHFIELD, Mass., Dec. 26.— 
Funeral services over the remains of 
Dwight L. Moody were heid at the Congre- 
gational Chureh to-day before a large 
audience. Men who for many years have 
been connected with Mr. Moody’s work 
took part. Rev. C. Ll. Schofleld, D. D., of- 
ficiated, assisted by Rev. A. Torrey of the 
Moody Bible Institute, Chicago. There were 
services at the Moody residence egrly in the 
day, only relatives and close friends being 
present. Ds. Schofielu read the scriptures 
and Mr. Torrey offered prayer. 

When the family had withdrawn, the 
corpse Which had been permitted to remain 
upon a leather couch, was placed in the 
casket, which was of simp.e design, black 
covered, and open at full length. ‘she body 
was borne to the church on an obiong, 
black-covered bier, by about 40 students 
from the Northfield Institute. Before the 
bier was raised white roses were sprinkied 
about the casket. Dr. Schofield and Mr. 
Torrey led the procession, whiie following 
the bier came the following honorary pali- 
Ira D. Sankey and George C. 
Morse and D. 
|W. McWilliams; New York; Rev. W. J. 
Hardman and Rev. George C, Needham of 
Philadeiphia. 

The bier was placed in front of the pulpit 
and the lid of the casket was removed, 


/ showing a spray of palm and ivy extending 


from the feet to the breast. A large num- 
ber of villagers and visitors then began 
to file past the body. Mr. 
had every appearance of one enjoying 
peaceful sleep. The body remained on view 
in the church until 2 o'clock. 

At the public funeral survice the music 
was rendered by the choir of 150 students, 
An invocation was followed by the scrip- 
ture lasson, read by Rev. A. T, Pierson of 
Brooklyn. Dr. Schofield then delivered the 
eulogy in which he gave an estimate of 
the man and his work and made extended 
reference to the source of his greatness. 

The Rev: Mr. Torrey foilowed Dr. Scho- 
field. His eulogy was based upon Mr. 
Moody’s life exemplifying the grace of 
God.

Eloquent Sermon at the Funeral Serv- 
ices of Dwight L. Moody.

Siegel-Hillman (Co. Executes 
a Chattel Deed of Trust. 


ALL CREDITORS PROTECTED. 


THOMAS H. M’KITTRICK TAKES 
CHARGE OF THE STOCK. 


He Is Named Trustee and Will Conduct 
the Business for Ninety Days, 
Retaining Mr. B, Hillman 
as Manager. 


The Siegel-Htllman Dry Goods Company 
executed a chattel deed of trust Tuesday 
on its store, at Broadway ard Washington 
avenue, for the benefit of all its creditors. 

The iiabilities are estimated at $221,000. 
There are 375 creditors, of which the Fourth 
National Bank is the lergest, the company 
owing it $45,000 on seven promissory notes. 

The chattel deed secures all creditors to 
the same extent, nene of them being pre- 
ferred. Thomas H. McKittrick, president 
of the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Company, is named trusiee, 

Ninety days is the period for which the 
trust is to run. If, during that time, 
Trustee McKittrick, by selling the stock or 
to 
he will 
turn what remains over to the firm. If he 
fails in doing this the remainder of the 
goods will be sold at the best possible 
sale will 
be divided Bn wae 2 among the creditors. 

Mr. B. Hiliman, President of the com- 
pany, says he has not yet made an invoice 
of his stock and is not prepared to announce 
the value of the assets on hand. But. he 
confidently asserts that the resources will 
exceed the liabilities considerably, and that 
the firm will be able to pay its indebtedness 
dollar for dollar and thhave something left. 
He talks confidently of the future and de- 
clares that the chattel deed is not to be 
interpreted as indicating the retirement of 
the; firm from the St. Louis business world. 

His intention is to reorganize immedi- 
ately, make provision for the creditors 
and continue the store wnder the old man- 
agement. 

Trustee McKittriek took charge of the 
stock as soon Tuesday as the deed was 
executed, and will exercise a personal su- 
pesy -sion of it during the trust. He al- 

wed Mr. Hillman to continue in the 
management of the store, and will proba- 
bly retain him in that position until the 
stock is sold or the trlistee discharged on 
account ofa _ satisfactory arrangement 
with sradiitacn. 

Mr. McKittrick says has but one ob- 
ject, and that is to perform the duties of 

isfaction of every-

body. He will endervor to realize as 
much on the stock as ne and will not 
make any useless sacrifices in disposing of 
it. He thinks, with Mr. Hillman, that the 
the creditors will be paid dollar for dollar, 
and that there will be a considerable 
amount of assets left to continue the 
firm’s business on. 

The reason for “ _ ee of 
the firm was overbuy it is said. The 
Christmas trade, wh - arge, was not as 
brisk as the company expected, and made 
preparations for. Too mucna holiday stock 
was purohased, and, after Saturday's rush, 
the company had a considerable portion of 
these goods still on hand. 

Mr. lilmen says several of the large 
creditors made demands for their money, 
which the firm was unable to meet imme- 
diately, and he at once decided that the 
firm’s credit and stanaing could only be 
preserved by a chattel deed, properly secur- 
ing all creditors and showing by that its 
good faith. 

Mr. Hillman gave the following brief 
statement to the Post-Dispatch:

Emil Freisz, aged 23, was blown from the 
cab of Engine No. 137 by escaping steam 
at the Baltinore & Ohig roundhouse in 
East St. Louls at 7:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning and is lying on a cot in St. Mary’s 
Hospital swathed in bandages and hov- 
ering between life and death by a slender 
thread 

Freisz is a “boiler washer,” and was in 
the act of cleaning up a switch engine that 
had done service during the night. The en- 
gine was standing on a siding near the 
roundhouse and Freisz was at work in the 
cab when the accident occurred. ! 

Grasping a monkey wrench Freisz started 
to tighten a steam cock when suddenly 
there came a sizzing noise from the wash- 
out plug in the boiler head. The next in- 
stant Freisz was covered with a cloud of 
vapor. 

The washout plug blew out and the ex- 
plosion knocked the victim through the cab 
door to the tender, where he turned a com- 
plete somersault and struck the ground. 

Fireman Tom Boyd and Julius Zimmer- 
man, the hostler, were standing at the 
rear end of the tank, 12 or 15 feet from the 
cab, at the time and supposed Freisz was 
killed when he fell from the tender. Both 
were slightly stunned by the explosion, 
but they recovered their senses and jump- 
ing from the locomotive, raised Freisz to 
a sitting posture and discovered that he 
was still alive but terribly scalded. 

Kurrus’ ambulance was called and the 
victim was taken to St. Mary's Hospital, 
where it was found that his entire right 
side from head to foot was a mass of burns. 

The hospital nurses believe he will re- 
cover. 

Freisz is married and lives at 414 North 
Eighth street.

ENGLAND HAD WARNING 


Gen. Butler Informed the Government 
of the Vast Preparations Made 
by ‘Kruger. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from London says: 

It appears that a storm is brewing on the 
subject of the course of the Government 
toward Gen. Sir William Butler, whose con- 
duct at the outset of the war met with 
much criticism, It is said that Gen. Butler, 
previous to the war, sent a series of dis- 
patches warning the Government against 
attacking the HReers, giving details of their 
condition { - war, which have been verified 
by recent events. Gen. Butler drew atten- 
tion to the way in which the English were 
misled by the blindness of the Intelligence 


Department, which, from what has teken 
piace, was oe unaware of, or purpose- 
iv misinformed by the. Boers as to their 
arms and numerical strength. 

It is well known here that British agents 
of the Intelligence Department were sent 
‘from time to time to find out what the 
| Boers were doing in the way of armament, 
The Boers knew all about it, but simulated 
naivet and conducted the visitore around 
forts which they chose for their own pur- 
| pose, where clad guns were set up and 
‘shown with an affectation of pride by Pres- 
‘ident Kruger’s men, who were cunning 
| enough to inspire strangers by their plausi- 

ity. 

Thus the British Intelligence Departm@nt 
received the most minute reports of the 
,caliber, range and number of the cannon 
| possessed by the Boers, but were merely 
gulled by the wily burgher. The rea) guns, 
, with which the war is conducied, the Creu- 
.sets and Krupps, were so carefully hidden 
'that scarce a soul outside of the immedi- 
‘ate council of the Government knew of 
|them, The English Government sent out 
guns equal in caliber to what the agents 
had been allowed to see. 

In the same view it is thought that the 
3oers understate their numerical forces 
and small arms. : 

It is understood that all the things were 
told to the home Government by Gen. But- 
‘ler, with the result that Butler was called 
disloyal and pro-Boer, and rabid papers 
demanded his degradation.

If it be asked 
why Gen. Butler did not speak out it must 
be remenrybered that he is a military man in 
a high position, and says, ““My lips are 
sealed,” but the subject now occupying 
the club gossips.

PROPOSED IMPERIAL BANK. 


Now It Is Said That Gage Is to Be at 
Its Head. 

NDW YORK, Dec. %.—The statement is 

made by a merning paper that the pro- 


posed Imperial Bank, the dream of James 
Stillman, is in the process of creation. 
According to this statement the new bank 
ls to be the result of a consolidation of 
the National City Bank and the Hanover 
National Bank of New York, both con- 
troiled by the Rockefelier Money Trust, 
and a smaller lccal concern. 

This consoiidated institution is to be, ac- 
cording to present pians, the central money 
power of the United States, just as the 
Bank of Engiand, the Bank of France and. 
the Imperial Pank of Berlin are in their re¢ 
spective countries. 

Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. 
Gage, after his retirement from the Cabi- 
net. ig to becume the head of this bank. 

The National City Bank of New York is 

ractically the fiscal representative of the 

Inited States Government, through the 
favor of Secretary Gage. 

The closeness of this relation has been 
shown openly on several occasions. The 
City Bank acted for the Government in the 
transfer of the huge payments from the Pa- 
cific railroads to the Treasury, its inter- 
mediation preventing disturbance of the 
money market. The Treasury, acting alone, 
would have caused a shock to the mechan- 
ism of finance. 

It also was the fiscal agent of the United 
States in the payment of the $20,000,000 to 
Spain, under the terms of tue treaty of 
Paris, in payment for the Philippine 
Islands. 

More recently the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has made it the place of first deposit 
for the internal revénue receipts of $1,000,- 
000 a day, which he is diverting from the 
Treasury in order to prevent an accumula- 
tion there off®urplus funds necessary for 
the conduct of the people’s business. This 
transaction is not only profitable to the 
bank, but it gives it valuable prestige by 
advertising its peculiar relation to the Ad- 
ministration. 

A Washington 
paper here says:

Shock Was Widespread and Resulted 
in the Destruction of a Large 
Amount of Property. 


LOS ANGELGS, Cal., Dec. 26.—So far as 
reports have been received this morning no 
names have beeh added to the death list of 
yesterday’s earthquake in Southern Cali- 
forn'a. Six Indians are reported killed and 
a number of persons were seriously if not 
fatally injured in San Jacinto and San 
Jacinto Valley. 

The damage to property in San Jacinto is 
fully $100,000, and it is stated that it is im- 
possible to drive down the main street of 
the town on account of the debris and over- 
hanging walls and trees. 

The first shock in San Jacinto was felt 
at 4:3 a.m. Two minutes later followed a 
succession of lighter tremors. Hundreds 
rushed from their homes in their night 
clothes just in time to see heavy walis totter 
to the ground. Not a brick building in the 
entire valley had escaped damage, and 
many of them are totally wrecked. 

The six fatalities reported occurred in the 
Indian reservation of Saboha, two miles 
east of town. The reservation is composed 
of ‘old adobe huts, and in one of these the 
Indians met ther death. There had been 
a Christmas revel among them, and toward 
morning six of the Indians rolled into a 
corner to sleep off their carouse. The earih 
opened under them, and if was necessary 
to use picks and shovels to extricate the 
bodies. 

At Hemel, four miles from San Jacinto, 
the hotel was damaged and several brick 
blocKs were partially destroyed. S milar re- 
ports come in from Riverside, San Diego, 
Santa Ana, Needies, Ventura, San Ber- 
nardino. Anheim and the coast towns, but 
in these places the seismic disturbance did 
comparatively little damage.

for $15,500—three fees of $5000 each to attorneys engaged to 
plead before the Supreme Court, and two fees amounting to 
$500 for prosecuting poolroom cases. The remainder of $4500 
is disposed of under the head of sundries. Mr. Hawes naively 
explains that the attorney fees of $15,000 were fair contingent 
fees based upon a percentage of the increase to be drawn out 
of the city treasury under the new law for the payment of 
the police. 

It is safe to say that this act of the Police Board in assess- 
ing the police to pay for the passage and legal de- 
fense of a measure ostensibly devised in the public interest 
and providing for the performance of a State function, is 
without a parallel in the history of St. Louis. It reveals a 
view of the police law and of the police management on the 
part of the police authorities and their legal representatives 
and a theory of police legislation wholly incompatible with 
sound public policy. 

It'is only on the theory that the police law is a matter of 
personal interest, devised, passed and defended in court as a 
measure involving pecuniary and political advantages of a 
private, personal nature, that one can understand the levying 
| of assessments tw defray the expenses of the lobby and the 
legal contest in its behalf. It is only on the theory of a 
complete mastership of the police force on the part of the 
authorities for their special personal ends that an assess- 
ment of this nature and for these purposes can be explained. 
The law by this action is degraded to the basis of special 
private legislation “jammed through’ the Legislature by a 
lobby and saved in the courts by expert attorneys, both paid 
by a tyrannous draft on the earnings of public servants. The 
department is debased to the use and abuse of party bosses. 

_ When an attorney of the School Board sought a contingent 
fee for securing the passage of a measure increasing the pub- 
lic school revenues his conduct was condemned without stint, 
and by none more vigorously than a legal representative of 
the Police Board who accepts a contingent fee for defending 
in court a police law increasing the police fund and police 
salaries, and who thus approves an indirect draft upon police 
moneys for lobby and legal expenses, through the forced 
assessment of police employes.

The Christmas arrivals at the City Hos- 
pital may be divided into three classes, ac- 
cording to the three causes that bring 
them there.

and poverty. 

Most of the crime is what the doctors 
would call a secondary ee of indulgence. 

There are scalp wounds innumerable, 
contused faces and confused brains, and 
these are to be found in Division 1, which 
is known as the observation ward. The 
cells were crowded Tuesday. 

Then there are stab and bullet wounds, 
broken heads broken limbs, the out- 
come of brawls. 

In the third category are the unfortu- 
nates who have no homes and 


fed on the 
great Christian feast day. 

A few there are at the hospital who, on 
the day when the remainder of the world 
was rejoicing, were plunged in the depths 
of despondency and sought to end their 
troubles. 

he observation ward was never 50 
crowded as it was Tuesday morning. 
Though the cells were pressed to their ca- 
pacity, there was not room for all the pa- 
tients, and half a dozen of them were kept 
under guard in the long corridor. 

There were some familiar faces, as, for 
instance, that of Kate Hurley, who boasts 
that she has spent every Christmas for 
the last five years behind the bars in the 
observation ward, as a result of her fond- 
ness for strong . Kate was the old- 
est of the alcoholic contingent. 

The pomneens was Arthur Elder of 112 
South Sixteenth street. He is 5 years olc. 
On Christmas Day there was good cheer 
at the home of the boy’s father, Joseph 
Elder, a switchman. ‘Mhe boy was given 
beer, and ‘Miss Daisy Chester, who was at 
the ‘house, also partook of the eggnog.
